Applicants after-final arguments - which appear to be directed to the method claims only - are not persuasive. The language is 
imprecise and redundant. It is noted that Applicants have ignored the statements in the final office action dated 10/1/2008 related 
to the "Doctor Blades" disclosed by Withers. Whatever construction Applicants "mean" but fail to express in their claim, it is 
expected that it is met by the Doctor Blade. Note that combinations of the various embodiments are explicitly provided for by 
Withers. See (Withers 12: 51 et seq.) Note this passage explitly discussed the Doctor Blades. The problem that Applicants 
identified in Withers would seem to be solved by the Doctor Blade taught by Withers, futher butressing the obviousness rejection.
